TUE BUDGET SPEECH. 

Sir Leonard Tillcy introcUicod hia bud-- 
got on till) 3rd inst. in an olabunito speoch 
wlilch consumed nbuut-U hours in dolivuiy. 
He showod that notwilliatauding the 
exiatencu of a period of doprcasion, 
tho country is pronporoua, its finances are 
in a healthy conditiim, its cioJit never 
stood liighor, and the prospects of the 
future were never briglitor than they are 
at tho present time, lie showed that tho 
National I'olicy had boon hi^jhiy benolicial 
to the country at largo, und that the oft- 
repeated allegaliuns of the oppositiou 
that it had very "jroatly added to tho cost 
of living, that ii increased tho riches of 
tho weakhy and made tho poor man 
poorer, had no Hubstantial baais upon 
whieli to rest.

TARIFF CHANGES. 

Tho proposed ehanijoH in the Canadian 
tariff weri^ publi.shed in full in yesterday's 
issue. Tho ^ovuniiui'iit, no doubt, believes 
tliat these alterations will benefit the coun- 
try; but the intei-(,'sts of tlie eastern pro- 
vinces are ehii'liy considered in thoehaiigeH. 
15ritish Golunibia, as W('ll as Manitoba and 
the NorLliwost, will bo put at a serious dis- 
ndvautago by tho incroaso. We do not as 
yet mnnufnoture to any extent, and a large 
jiorlion of our import trade ia necessarily 
with tho uei','hboring republio and with 
England. A moderate protective tariff 
favoring C!aiiadiuii gi>ods has never moi; 
with any opjiositioii, but in imposing the 
new rates tho ("anadiaii i^'oveninieiit has not 
given enough consideration to the noii- 
inauufaeturing provinces. The oliuiso 
whieli so serionsly affects ns roads as fol- 
lows : 

"lu determining the dutiable value of 
goods thei(j shaLl be added to the .actual 
wlioleso'.e price or fair market value there- 
of at tho time of exportation in tho princi- 
pal markets of tho country from wlieuco 
tlio same bati been imjiorted into Canada, 
all cost of inland transportation, shipment 
and traus-sliiiimeut, whether by land or by 
water, -with nil expi le.es includul from the 
place of growth, i)nHliieiion or man\ifa(^ture 
to tho vessel in which shiiuuent is made, 
anil to and at Ihe port from which suoh 
vitssel linally i h ars for lior outward voyoge 
direct to Caiiiula. " 

It will b(> s.M.ii thai Ihi^; iiicre,'ises dulies 
indefinitely, lii iidilili..ii lo the duly lui 
goods and Ihe (.harg' H for freight, there is 
uii oipial duty on that freight. This apjilies 
to imi)()rt.,itions by rail as well a8 by sen 
and is a virtual exclus-on of all foreign 
goods. It will, no doubt, bo greatly to tlio 
intoresi of Montreal and Ontario mauufae- 
tiirers ;iiiil to the easti rii provinces in gen- 
eral; bill it will eonlribute iiotbiiig tit :)nr 
advaiH'eineiil, leyiliii^ liither lo inniede any 
atteiiipis to iieuuifiii'l lire. It is iiitenikMl, 
no (louiit, to proiuno- inin-piiiviucial eoni- 
nieree, bill the eoiuiileliiin of the (J. 1', 11, 
is sure to be follimeil by ail iuereiLsu in the 
trarle IieLw. I ll the eastern and western 
provinces, ami it seejiis umieeessary to re- 
sort to luothods which at this time aru al- 
most compulsory. 

A GAS COMI'jyy Til AT AI'PLIEI) 
Tllli SCJiEil'. 

Victoria ia not the only city that is at 
the iiierey of a gas company of giecdy 
moiio|)oli3t3. Tile New Orleans (ias Com- 
pany eanghl tho city authorities in a tight 
pla'ce, and held them firmly in their griii. 
For several weeks tlio city couiicii was 
unabio to come to terms with the 
gaa company about lightinii the lamps m 
the public streets. An ordinance was 

. passed aiitliorizing the mayor to contract 
with tho gaslight enmp;uiy to light the 
stroota and puhlie place.'i for tho year 
1885, coiiiprisiiig lamps, at §18 each, 

tho light to 1)0 of not less.than 11 candle 
power. This was subsequuntly amended 
ao aa to permit the city to reduce the 
number of lamps at a correspondinc; re- 
duction of [irico, on nccoimt of the light- 
ing of principal tliorouglirares by elec- 
tricity. This the gaa cumpuny refused to 
aeroo to. ftleantime tho lamps have been 
lighted as usual, 'i'he company await 
their time, and at last aerved a fonmil 
notice on tho mayor that if no sialisfaHmy 

. lijgreoment for the public lighting oi thu 



city of Now Orle6.n3 during tho year 
18S5 had been made butweon the 
city of ..-Hew • Orloana • and New Or- 
leans G&alighty Oompany, at or be- 
fore 12 mi-Saturduy, 14th February, 1885, 
and if no security had been tjiveti that tlio 
payment "of thu oervice rendered ainco tho 
expiration of tho last contract would be 
provided for, the supply of gas to the 
street, market, and square lamps, wouid 
be diacoutiuuod on Saturday, Fob. 14, 
1885. Thia waa a proposition to darken 
tile public streets on tho ovo nf the car- 
nival festivatioa, when 100,000 strangers 
were in liie city, and oi eoUruu tiio ccm 
puny having no competition in the gas 
buainesa, tho council was at oiieo brought 
to torins and tho company obtained all 
thoy domandod. Thus the gaa,compaiiy, 
by taking advantage of thfe nucesaitins of 
ilio city and tho people, giiinod a tem- 
porary advantage, but it gained it at tho 
loss of friends, and stirred up great and 
wo'l-warraiited indignation against itaelf. 
NYe shall be surprised, if, in the long run, 
it is not tho loier by thia trick.
